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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

This action is in response to the Applicant's After-Final amendment filed on 
September 14, 2005. Claims 1-20 are pending and will be considered for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Statement of 
allowance is in reference to independent claims 1 , 12, and 19. All other claims are 
dependencies of these independent claims. 

The present application is directed to an apparatus and method for locally setting 
and storing customer preferences for a computer peripheral device having a 
consumable. Independent claims 1,12, and 19 recite the uniquely patentable feature 
that when an order for a consumable is placed, the user preferences are forwarded to 
the computer peripheral device having an embedded web server and a messaging 
system. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 
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Discussion of most relevant prior art : 

The following references have been identified as the most relevant prior art to the 
claimed invention. 

(i) US Patent Publication 2002/0042747 A 1 to Istvan . Istvan teaches that software 
within a printer (i.e. computer peripheral device) automatically prompts a user at a 
computer terminal for a printer refill of a consumable. Istavn also teaches that users are 
allowed to customize preferences. However, Istvan does not teach or suggest 
forwarding user preferences to a peripheral device having an embedded web server 
and a messaging system when an order for the consumable is placed. 

(ii) Dialog File 15 (Douglas Rath) hereafter referred to as Rath. Rath discloses that the 
Xerox C55 MP printer is equipped with an embedded web server for accessing many of 
the printer's options. However, Rath does not teach or suggest forwarding user 
preferences to the peripheral device when an order for the consumable is placed. 

(iii) Dialog File 15 (Jeff Bliss) hereafter referred to as Bliss. Bliss discloses a printer 
equipped with an embedded web server and a web address to enable resellers to 
access printer information via the Internet. However, Bliss does not teach or suggest 
forwarding user preferences to the peripheral device when an order for the consumable 
is placed. 

(iv) Dialog File 16 : Dialog discloses a printer equipped with an embedded web server 
for remote printer management and for alerting users when the toner (i.e. consumable) 
is low. However, Dialog does not teach or suggest forwarding user preferences to the 
peripheral device when an order for the consumable is placed. 
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(v) EP 0 715 221 A1 to Yamashita et al . hereafter referred to as Yamashita. Yamashita 
discloses an invention that manages the consumables for a plurality of copiers. 
However, Yamashita does not teach or suggest forwarding user preferences to a 
peripheral device having an embedded web server and a messaging system when an 
order for the consumable is placed.
